Trustees Veto Faculty Collective Bargaining 


POMONA AP — State college 
trustees voted Thursday against 
collective bargaining with pro- 
fessors at the I8 campuses in 
the state college system. By 
a vote of 14-2, the trustees voted 
to continue their policy of deal- 
ing with teachers organized at 
the individual colleges in aca- 
demic senates, Trustees Edward 
O, Lee of Oakland and William 
A, Norris of Los Angeles 
favored collective bargaining 
when the vote was taken, 

As the trustees considered the 
issue in the Cal Poly Pomona 
library, the American Federa- 
tion of Teachers sponsored a 
rally outside the building. 
National and state representa- 

A tives of the union spoke, as did 
Siate Sen, Marvyn Dymally, D- 
Los Angeles, 
Dymally supported collective 
mwergaining in his remarks and 
alled on the state colleges to 
ploy more Negro instructors. 
ollege officials estimated about 
D0 persons, most of them stu- 
pits, attended the gathering. 
phn Sperling, president of the 





California Council of AFT, told 
trustees his union represents 
1,350 state college instructors. 
About 9,000 teachers are em- 
ployed in the state colleges.

KERS-FM , Sacramento State 
College’s FM radio station, be- 
gan its 1967-68 broadcasting sea- 
son Monday afternoon at 2:30 p,m, 

The non-commercial education 
station increased its power from 
10 watts to 450 watts, with its 
frequency changed from 89,9 to 
90.7 megacycles, according to 
Station Manager Gary Woodward, 

New equipment is transmitting 
a high-density signal within the 
Greater Sacramento area, Pre- 
viously, the station’s signal was 
received within a three to five 
mile radius of campus, 

Woodward stated a major 
construction project has been un- 
derway since August to install 
a new transmitter to increase the 
power to 5,400 watts. ‘‘KERS- 
FM's initial air date was delayed 
from Cctober 1 to October 30, 
since equipment to complete the 
major construction project has 
not arrived” said Woodward, 

This fall’s programs will con- 
Sist of classical works, comedy 
cuts, country and Western music, 
Dixieland end international and 
big band music presentations. 

‘The Modern Sounds” will be 
featured from 8 p,m, to midnight, 
a disc jockey show featuring local 
station personalities who play up- 
tempo music, with five-minute 
news summaries at 9, 10 and 
11 p.m,

History of Halloween 
Several Centuries Old 


Halloween is a festival cele- 
brated on October 31—today, Its 
name means hallowed or holy 
evening because it comes the day 
before All Saints’ Day. The 
Church had celebrated All Saints’ 
Day in the 600’s, but not on 
November 1, In modern times, 
Halloween is celebrated with 
pranks and parties and with cus- 
toms that are a mixture of many 
beliefs, 

The Druids, an order of 
priests in ancient Gau] and Bri- 
tain, had an autumn festival which 
they called Samhain or summer’s 
end, It was an occasion for feast- 
ing on all kinds of food which 
had “been grown during the 
summer, 

Thé modern custom of decorat- 
ing for Halloween parties with 
pumpkins, leaves and cornstalks 
comes from the Druids, The Dru- 


ids also believed that on Hal- 
loween, ghosts, spirits, fairies, 
witches and elves came out to 
harm people, They build large 
bonfires to scare such creatures 
away. From these Druidic beliefs 
and customs comes the modern 
use of witches and ghosts in Hal- 
loween festivities, 

The early peoples of Europe 
also had a festival which was 
somewhat like the Druid holiday, 
In the 700’s, the Church named 
November 1 as All Saints’ festi- 
val, or the day for honoring all 
Saints, especially the ones who 
did not have name days during 
the rest of the year. The 
old pagan customs and the 
Christian festival were combined 
into the holiday which people to- 
day celebrate

Greeks Not Gods 


Editor of the Hornet, Sir: 

To put it bluntly, being an 
independent football team in Sac - 
ramento State’s intramural pro- 
gram is a farce, Upon entering 
our team in this program we 
discovered that the intramural 
program is of the fraternities, 
by the fraternities, and for the 
fraternities, We, as anindepend- 
ent, felt that we were not being 
treated as equally as the fra- 
ternities, and we voiced our com- 
plaints to the director of the 
program, a fraternity man of 
course, He gave us a bunch of 
answers and reasons that had 
little validity. What were our 
causes of complaint’? Our com- 
plaints are as follows: 

() Each independent team 
played a total of three (3) games. 
as compared to the ten (10) 
played by the fraternities, What 
kind of equality is this? Each 
member of the team thus paid 
$.33 1/3 per game ($1.00 per 
individual), How can a league 
find a true champion in just 
three games. This also gives 
the fraternities a tremendous 
edge in the All-College Cham- 
pionship by virtue of more ex- 
perience, Most important, the 
intramural program is designed 
to give students the opportunity 
to play and have fun. Three 
games certainly does not ful- 
fill this purpose. Independents 
don’t even get a second half 
of the season, as do the fra- 
ternities. 

(2) The independents played 
on an unmarked field, where 
goal lines and boundaries were 
marked by such things as lamp 
posts and water fountains. The 
fraternities had clearly marked 


fields, of course. Not only did 
our ‘‘field’’ make the LACK of 
officiating difficult (more said 
later), but the non-uniformness 


of boundaries and goal lines made 
the marking of 20 yard lines, 
kich-off lines, and so forth, a 
complete guess-work job, thus 
questioning the fairness of the 
game, Playing on an unmarked 
field takes the fun out of the game. 
Arguments over plays are no fault 
of the referees, who can 
guess at boundary lines. 
(3) The independents always 
had to find their own referees 
at the last minute, and usually 
delayed the game doing so. Did 
the fraternities have this 
problem’? Of course not! They 
had referees assigned to their 
games who showed up on time. 
The independents had to beg for 
referees from the sidelines many 
times someone who knew nothing 
of the intramural football rules, 
While the fraternities always had 
two referees, the independents 
had difficulty finding one. Again, 
what kind of equality is this? 
At one time we attempted to 
withdraw our team from ‘‘com- 
petition’’ due to the above-men- 
tioned atrocities, However, we 
were given promises that the 
unjust conditions would be cor- 
rected. We remained in ‘‘com- 
petition,’’ but we NEVER saw 
those promises come into reality, 
or in fact never heard anything 
about them again. We hope the 
treatment given to us, the inde- 
pendents in football, will not be

Toledo Bombs 
For Four TD’s

In a homecoming game that 
opened as a yawner but closed 
as a fingernail-biter, San Fran- 
cisco State minced The Hornets 
28-20 Saturday, 

The loss cast a jaundiced pall 
over Sacramento State’s hopes 
for repeating as Far Western 
Conference champions, They are 
now 1-2 with the league, slipping 
from a third-place tie to fifth 
place, San Francisco’s 4-0 rec- 
ord keeps them on top, 

The teams exchanged punts 
scorelessly in the first period, 
although the Hornets blew a scor- 
ing chance when Bradd Brown 
fumbled away the football at the 
Golden Gators’ nine,

But then the arm of Bob Holy 
Toledo began clicking, Tolek 
leads the nation’s small colleges 
in total offense, and his four 
TD passes Saturday gave him 31 
on the year, one shy of the all- 
time coliege record, 

The Gators marched 91 yards 
for their first score, with To- 
ledo hitting Joe Koontz with an 
1l-yard scoring pass, 

The score went to 14-0 the next 
time San Francisco got the foot-

When Toledo capped another 
first-half Gator drive with a 24- 
yarder to Dennis Highlands, Hor- 
net fans began yawning at their 
team’s 21-0 deficit.

No informed person will deny that the war in Vietnam is brutal, 
bloody, and costly, and that U.S, involvement there is at the expense 
of Vietnamese ‘‘self-determination’’ and freedom, And surely peace 
in Vietnam wi'l only result from a negotiated, political settlement 
and a stable, representative civilian covernment, 

The national ‘‘Negotiation Now!” campaign in Vietnam, has for- 
mulated a politically feasible plan for peace in Vietr am, and has suc- 
cessfully taken this plan to the American public, For example, here 
at SSC, largely due to ‘‘Negotiation Now’’ efforts, students cast 38 
of the total vote in the last plebicite for ‘‘cessation of bombing’’ and 
“‘de-escalation,’’ almost twice as much as the next highest alterna- 
tive of sustaining a military effort aimed at ‘‘victory’ (21%),

Some students and many intellectuals will rail and curse the 
‘‘Establishment’’ and propose utopias, but often aren’t willing to 


work continuously to achieve these moral ends, Demonstrations, 
one shot affairs, yes; long hard work, no. Thus when unplanned 
or poorly planned action, and action alone, is the end, as it seems 
to be among many of the activists, you don’t ask people to agree 
with your aims; you ask only for action, What results if action is 
the only criteria of success? A good example occurred at Oberlin 
College, Ohio, where ‘‘peace’’ elements encircled the car of a Navy 
recruiter, entrapping him in his car for four hours, justifying thier 
denial of his right to come on campus by the sheer coersion of num- 
bers, 5 
Undoubtedly there are different forms of legitimate protest. But 
if the goal of the dissent is to bring about lasting political change, 
then radicals must always ask what will be the consequences of their 
activism. It is rumored that Johnson is considering an honest bomb- 
ing pause, Have the past two weeks events had the effect of strencthen- 
ing the efforts of 30 or more Congressmen who are urging 
a halt to the bombing as first step to negotiations, or have they 
strengthened the efforts of those elements who call for a military 
victory?
